Nor is it social dandyism 
alone which thus irritates the rabble of 
decent fellows who have neither the 
vanity, nor the impudence, nor the 
.trength of resolution to win distinction. 
Literary dandjism is also excessively 
innoying to the rugged hodmen of letters, 
'lie rapid, picturesque writers, the half 
r quarter educated persons who crowd 
the press, and carry their farrago of ill- 
issorted observations to an uncritical 
public. These industrious persons de- 
test the literary dandy, the wan who 
ninds his periods, and regards the ca-
